These topics and many more 
were covered with wit and insight 
in Alan Dundes’ discussion of 
‘Folklore as a Mirror of our 
Culture’? yesterday at | p.m.

Dundes, an associate pro- 
fessor of anthropelogy and 
folklore at the University of 
California at Berkeley, enter- 
tained a group of some 80 students 
and faculty with his anecdotes 
dramatizing how culture is 
reflected in the games, legends, 
jokes, riddles and customs of 
a society, 

Contrary to popular opinion, 
said Dundes, folklore is not a 
synonym for eror but rather is 
a set of genres or forms, some 
of them universal, which are 
found among different people. 

Folklore, the speaker ex- 
plained, can be described as a 
people’s description of them- 
selves, 

Turning to examples, many of 
which prompted the audience to 
prolonged laughter, Dundes 
pointed out that in most cultures 
there is some ritual connected 
with the loss of the first tooth. 

In the United States, the 
speaker remarked, the traditior 
has particularized itself into the 


giving of money for the tooth. 
Dundes cited this as a reflection 
of the materialism of modern

Students Protest 
Tenure Decision

The denial of tenure to Miss 
Estella Serrano, a Mexican- 
American Spanish teacher in the 
department of foreign languages, 
has resulted in a movement to 
have the decision reversed, The 
movement, sponsored by the 
decision reversed. The move- 
ment, sponsored by the campus 
Mexican-American Youth Asso- 
ciation (MAYA), wil! kick off its 
efforts with a rally at 11:39 a.m. 
at the south entrance of the 
Administration building. 

It is MAYA’s contention that 
Miss Serrano, who has been 
denied tenure on the grounds that 
she does not possess a doctorate, 
is not only a competant instructor 
of the Spanish language but is also 
a necessary representative of a 
minority group. 

“We need more minority- 
group instructors,’”’ said William 
Aguirre, president of MAYA. 
“Especially since the college is 
going out and recruiting thirty 
minority-group students for the 
fall. 

“I think this is good. I think 
the school has taken a great 
step. -but minority students 
need an instructor, . .they can 
identify with. Who can they talk 
to?’’ 

Aguirre added that Miss 
Serrano herseif did not believe 
the minority-group question was 
an issue in the denia! of tenure. 
“MAYA took the liberty of sup- 


porting Miss Serrano,’’ said 
Aguirre, ‘“‘not only because she’s 
a qualified teacher, but also be- 
cause she’s a Mexican-American 
and we feel we need more 
minority representation on 
campus.”’ 

Aguirre said that out of five- 
hundred SSC faculty members, 
Miss Serrano is the only 
Mexican-American, 

“We attempted to go through 
channels,’’ said Aguirre. ‘“‘We 
talked to the. . .department head, 
told him our problem. . . .His 
only criteria was that she didn’t 
have a PhD.”’ 

The MAYA rally will be 
supported by the Black Students’ 
Union, the Young’ Peoples’ 
Socialist League, the Social 
Welfare and Corrections Club, 
and the Social Work Graduate 
Students’ Association. 

Laurence Bekowitzof SWCC 
said, ‘‘Every student I’ve talked 
to that’s had her. . .has nothing 
but the highest regard for Miss 
Serrano’s teaching ability. I’ve 
yet to talke to a student who can 
make a detrimental statement... 
If no other factor is taken into 
consideration, (this) alone de- 
mands that she be kept on and 
given tenure.”’ 

Ray Ortiz, a member of the 
executive board of the Social 
Work Graduate Students’ As- 
sociation, explained that, ‘‘] think 
basically our position is that you 
have a new movement in society

where, . .(minority) students are 
Striving for (minority recog- 
nition), . .. Along with this, you 
have a jot of . . .people calling 
for more jobs. . .more education 
for minorities, for minorities to 
get up in the world, so to speak, 
in relation to poverty.

America. 
Not only does folklore van 
from society to society, 


according to Dundes, but inter- 
pretations of folklore vary 
within a given society. The 
expression ‘‘to have an ax to 
grind,’’ for instance, can mean 
either to have a complaint or 
a vested interest. 

Folklore often provides great 


insight into a society’s world 
view, Dundes asserted, To 
support this statement, the 


speaker told the audience the 
latest ‘‘knock-knock’’ joke: the 
World War III knock- knock. 
**Knock-knock,”’ said Dundes. 
‘*‘Who’s there,’’ chimed in the 
audience. 
Silence from Dundes, Further 
silence. Then a burst of compre- 


hending laughter from the 
audience. 
Folklore, Dundes explained, 


can be interpreted both literally 
or symbolically, but there are 
pitfalls in taking either theory 
to extremes. 

To dramatize this, the speaker 
noted one scholar’s detailed 
literal interpretation of Jack and 
the Beanstalk wich concluded that 
Jack was in fact a gibbon who had 
climbed the tall vegetation of 
Malay sia. 

The only problem, Dundes 
pointed out, is that the Jack myth 
is exclusive to England and the 
United States. 

Dundes, by going through a 
Freudian interpretation of the 
tale complete with Oedipus 
complex and sexual undertones, 
proved that a strictly symbolic 
reading of folklore can be just 
as absurd.
